An   Act   to  incorporate   "  The   St.   Patrick's 
Literary  Institute  of  Quebec." 

WIIERRAS  an  institnto   called   tho   "St.    Patrick's   Catholic 
ami  Literary  Institute"  has  been  in  oxistonco  in  tho  City 
of  Queboo,  for  over  twenty -two  years  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  acoi  mIo  to  tho  prayer  of  tho 
members  tlioreof,  asking  that  it  bo  incorpuriited  under  tho  name  of 
"Tho  St.  Patrick's  Literary  Inytituto;"  Therefore,  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  tho  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislaturo  of  Quebec, 
enacts  as  follows  : 

X,  Jeremiah  Gallagher,  John  Lane,  William  H.  LaKocho, 
Thomas  Coolican,  Thaddeiis  J.  Walsh,  Jeremiah  Horan,  John 
O'Dowd,  John  Dunn,  Robert  II  M(;(}reovy,  John  Deegah,  Owen 
Murphy,  John  Ilearn,  M.P.P.,  Robert  W.  Behan,  Mjinricc  O'Leary, 
Edward  C.  Burke,  Edward  Crcan,  William  Quinn,  Ilonble.  Thomas 
McGreevy,  M,  P.,  Thomas  Duhii?,  Robert  Gamble,  Wlliam 
Kirwin,  Alichaol  MoNamara,  Patrick  W.  MeKnight,  Fran.;i.s 
McLaughlin,  Patrick  C.  Murphy,  Patrick  M.  Partridge,  James  A. 
Quinn,  James  Raifurty,  Jolui  Roche,  Malthow  F.  Walsh,  John 
O'Leary,  Patrick  .Shee,  Mark  McLaughlin,  William  Maguire,  M.  D., 
and  such  other  persons  as  now  are,  or  nuiy  be  hereafter  associated 
with  them  in  conformity  with  this  act,  and  thoir  suocossors;  are 
hereby  constituted  and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with 
all  the  riglits  incident  to  Ci)rpor;!tion-<,  by  the  name  of  "Tho  St. 
Patrick's  Literary  Institute  "  for  the  purposes  of  education  and  for 
the  advancement  of  the  sciences  and  literature. 

2.  Within  six  months  of  the  coming  into  force  of  this  act,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  make  an  inventory  by  notary  of 
all  tho  property  now  belonging  to  it,  valuing  movables  and 
immovables,  and  any  of  tho  present  mombors  wishing  to  withdraw 
from  the  said  corporation  sliall  have  tho  right  to  do  so  and  claim 
their  share  of  the  net  property  of  the  said  corporation;  this  in- 
tention to  Avithdraw  and  claim  their  share  shall  be  made  in  writing 
within  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the  aforesaid  inventory. 

2,  The  said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
tnay  have  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  change,  alter,  break  and 
renew  thc^  same,  when  and  as  oftun  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and 
may,  under  the  said  name,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  prosecute  and  be  prosecuted  in 
all  courts  and  jilacos  whatsoever  in  this  province  ;  and  by  tho 
same  name,  they  and  theii"  successors,  from  time  to  time,  and  at 
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All  times  hereafter,  shall  be  able  and  capable  to  "lave,  take,  receive 
purchase  and  acquire,  hold,  possess,  enjoy  ana  maintain,  to  and 
for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation,  all  lands  and  property,  mova- 
ble and  immovable,  which  are  now  hold  in  trust  for  it,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  sold,  ceded,  exchanged,  given,  bequeathed  or 
granted  to  the  said  corporation,  provided  that  the  annual  revenue 
of  the  said  corporation  do  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  •  or  to 
aeU,  alienate,  convey,  let  or  lease  the  same  if  need  be.         ' 

8.  The  officers  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-president,  one  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  commit- 
tee of  Management  not  to  exceed  five  in  number,  and  auch  other 
officers  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  seem  necessary  to  the  corpo- 
ration. The  said  nine  to  be  chosen  by  the  association  at  an  annual 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose  between  the  first  of  February  and 
firstof  March  of  each  ynar,  and  the  said  nine  shall  choose  thoir 
officers  as  above  from  among  themselves  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

The  persons  hereinafter  named  to  wit :  Jeremiah  Gallagher, 
Thomas  Coolican,  Jeremiah  Horan,  Thaddeus  J.  Walsh,  John 
Dunn,  William  II.  LaRooho,  John  O'Dowd,  John  Doogan,  Robert 
II.  McGreevy  and  John  Lane,  shall  be  a  provisional  Committee 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  namely : 
the  preparing  the  necessary  by-lpws,  and  calling  a  meeting  of  the 
Members  of  the  said  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  electine 
officers.  * 

4.  The  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  province  for  fixing  the  terms  of 
admission  of  its  members,  for  the  government  of  the  same,  for  the 
electaon  of,  changing  and  altering  the  officers  above  named,  and 
for  the  general  regulation  and  management  of  its  affairs,  and  for 
carrying  out  the  object  of  the  said  act  of  incorporation,  which 
by-laws,  when  passed  and  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting,  shall, 
unv.l  modified  or  rescinded,  be  equally  binding  as  this  act  upon 
the  corporation,  its  officwrs  and  members. 
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THE  ST.  PATRICK'S  LITERARY  INSTITUTE. 

— § — 

SECTION  I.— BY-LAWS. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  St.  Patrick's  Literary  Institute  of 
the  City  of  Quebec,  as  follows,  Viz  .— 

Article  I.— The   Institute  shall   consist  of  four  classes  of 
members,   namely :  Annual,  Life,  Corresponding  and  Honorary. 

II  Annual  Members  shall  consist  of  those  who  shall  sign  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  an- 
num :  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Associa- 
tion. Also,  a  class  to  be  called  Junior  Members,  who  shall  pay 
one  dollar  per  annum;  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Reading  Room  and  Library.  Persons  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age  shall  not  be  admitted  to  this  class. 

Ill  Life  Members  shall  consist  of  contributors  of  twenty 
dollars, 'and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Association. 

K'o  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  either  of  thefio 
Glasses  until  he  has  signed  personally,  or  by  his  authorized  agent, 
the  Constitution  and  By-laws  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose •  and  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  nor  be  eligible  to  office, 
Ltil  six  months  of  his  membership  shall  have  expired  ;  b"t  this 
restriction  shall  only  apply  to  members  who  shall  be  admitted 
after  the  adoption  of  said  By-lawa. 

IV.  Corresponding  Members  shall  be  chosen  from  non-resi- 
dents of  the  City  who  are  favorable  to  the  cause  for  which  the  Asso- 
ciation has  been  instituted  ;  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  pri- 
vileges of  the  A.ssociation,  except  the  right  of  voting.  Uetore 
they  shall  be  elected  notice  shall  be  given,  in  writing,  at  ft 
regular  meeting,  at  least  one  month  in  advanoo. 
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be  required  to  p«y  the  eubscription  for  the  current  year,  and  If 
after  the  first  of  July,  they  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  half  year'f 
subscription. 

XIII.  Memborg  of  the  heretofore  St.  Patrick's  Catholic  and 
Literary  Institute,  on  signing  the  Constitution  and  by  laws,  and 
paying  the  annual  subscription,  shall  have  imme-iiate  privileg* 
of  these  by-laws. 

XIV.  The  Committee  of  Management  may  appoint  fire 
Members  of  the  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Debating 
Club  in  connection  wirh  the  Institute,  or  for  other  purposes  within 
the  province  of  the  corporation,  said  sub-eommittee  to  make  all 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  necess  y  to  carry  on  and  conduct  th« 
debates  of  the  said  club,  or  to  effect  such  other  objects  as  it  may 
be  appointed  to  supervise,  which  said  rules  shall  have  the  same 
binding  eff'ect  as  if  passed  as  a  by-law,  provided,  however,  the 
•aid  Rules  and  Regulations  are  approved  of  by  the  Committee  et 
Management. 

XV.  All  By-Laws  hereafter  required,  or  found  neceasarj, 
shall  be  passed  at  two  distinct  regular  meetings  of  the  Committee 
of  Management,  at  which  at  least  six  members  shall  be  present ; 
the  object  of  the  by-law  shall  be  hung  up  in  the  Hall  of  the 
Institute  for  the  week  intervening  between  the  Committee  Meet- 
ings, and  then  submitted  to  the  Association  at  a  regular,  or 
special  meeting,  called  for  that  purpose    for  adoption. 

XVI.  Nothing  contained  in  any  of  the  above  by-laws  shall 
relieve  any  member  of  the  late  St.  Patrick's  Catholic  and  Literary 
Institute  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  as  members  by 
reason  of  their  refusing  or  noglecting  to  sign  the  Constitution  at.d 
By-laws  referred  to  in  the  above  clauses. 

XVII.  No  Book,  Periodical,  Pamphlet  or  Newspaper  con- 
demned by  the  Catholic  Church,  shall  bo  admitted  to  the  Library 
or  iS'ews-room. 
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SECTION  II.— MEETINGS. 


I.  The  Association  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every 
month  for  the  transaction  of  general  business  ;  the  hour  of  meet- 
ing shall  be,  from  the  first  of  April  till  ihe  first  of  October,  eight 
o'clock,  P.M.,  and  from  the  first  of  October  till  the  first  of  April, 
half-past  seven,  P.M. 
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SECTION  IV —RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  to  observe  order  and  de- 
©ornm  at  the  meetings.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
twice  on  any  motion,  except  by  way  of  explanation  of  any  mate- 
rial part  of  his  speech  which  may  have  been  misunderstood,  but 
he  may  not  intr«duce  any  new  matter  ;  he  shall  rise  and  address 
the  Presiding  Officer,  confining  himself  to  the  smbjeot  under  dis- 
cussion, and  to  the  use  of  courteous  language. 

No  member  shall  speak,  except  by  way  of  enquiry,  unless 
there  be  a  motion  before  the  meeting.  All  motions  shall  be  pro- 
posed and  seconded  by  two  members,  and  except  for  adjournment, 
shall  be  put  in  writing  and  handed  to  the  Chairman  and  read  to 
the  meeting  by  him,  after  which  it  may  not  be  withdrawa  except 
by  consent  of  the  meeting  ;  and  no  question  of  a  political  char- 
acter shall  be  introduced  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association,  or 
of  the  committee  or  any  sub-committee. 

II.  The  Presiding  Officer  shall  not  take  part  in  any  debate, 
nor  vote  in  anywise  unless  the  members  be  equally  divided;  he 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  Order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
meeting. 

III.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order,    he  shall  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain;  and   the   meeting,   if  appealed  to, 
ihall  decide  the  point,  but  without  debate  ;  if  there  be  no  appeal 
the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be  submitted  to. 

IV.  When  the  Presiding  Officer  is  called  upon  to  explain  & 
point  of  order  or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  Rule  applicable  tc 
the  case  without  argument  or  comment. 

V.  Any  Member  may,  of  right,  require  the  question  or  mo- 
tion under  debate  to  be  road  once  for  his  information  during  the 
debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  Member  speaking. 

VI.  Whenever  a  motion  is  introduced,  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Presiding  Officer  is  contrary  to  the  Rules  or  Privileges  of  the 
Association-  he  shall  apprise  the  meeting  thereof  immediately, 
before  such  motion  is  put,  and  cite  the  rule  applicable  to  the 
case.  If  the  mover  or  secoudei  object  to  the  Presiding  Officer's 
interpretation  of  the  Rule,  it  shall  bo  decide!  by  an  appeal  to  the 
Meeting,  without  discussion,  a  majority  deciding. 

VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion,  except  for 
adjournment,  shall  be  received,  unless  to  amend  or  p  stpone,  and 
these  shall  haro  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  t'lcy  arc  pre- 
sented. 
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the  Committee  of  Manaprement,  oxcopting  In  the  case  of  the  firs* 
next  ensuinjf  election  after  the  passin-  of  these  By-laws  for 
which  at  least  two  days'  notice  will  suffice.  ' 

IV.  The  oommittoe  elortod  shall  meet  within  one  week  after 
their  election,  for  the  election  of  t.e  officers,  and  si'ch  officers  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot. 

V.  No  Member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  committee 
far  Kioro  than  two  years  in  succedsiou. 


PRESIDENT. 

VI  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Institute 
and  of  the  Committee,  maintain  order,  and  state  the  busines^s  be- 
fore the  meeting:  he  shall  announce  the  result  of  all  ballots  and 
rotes,  },'ive  the  casting  rote  when  necessary,  call  for  accounts  and 
Committee  Reports,  sign  all  drafts  on  th^  Treasurer,  call  ^-xtra 
meetings  whe  .  requested  by  t<n  members  or  the  Committee  of 
Management,  or  when  deemed  necessary  by  himself,  and  general- 
ly superintend  the  execution  of  the  By  laws  and  Kejrulhtions 
of  the  Association,  and  see  that  the  other  officers  perform  their 
duty,  and  shall  sign  all  reports  ot  the  Cotnmittee  of  Management, 
and  call  special  meotinsrs  of  oomniittee  when  he  shall  deem  it  ne- 
cessary. He  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  one  term  in  suo- 
oession. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President,  and  the  duties 
of  Hiat  officer,  as  already  specified,  shiill,  in  his  absence,  devolve 
on  the  Vice-President,  and,  in  the  absence  of  both,  a  Chairman 
ihall  be  appointed  by  a  vote  of  the  meeting. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall,  before  his  installation,  give  a  bond  to 
the  President  with  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Com- 
mittee, for  the  faithful  keeping  of  the  fuLUs. 

He  shall  receive  all  snms  of  money  due  or  payable  to  the 
Assoiation,  and  pny  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  Committee  of 
ManasiCment,  signed  ))y  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by  the 
Vice-President,  or  in  the  absence  of  both  by  the  Chairman,  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  no  others  ;  he  shall  keep  a  correct 
account  of  all  sums  received  ai  d  expendeu  by  him  ;  he  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  Committee  of  Management  the  state  of  the  fucds, 
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SECTION  VI.— FINES. 

I.  Any  member  of  a  Committee  who  shall  not  attend  aU 
Meetinpjs  oalled  by  the  Chairman  of  such  Committee  shall  be  fined 
ten  oeuts. 

II.  Any  OfBce*"  of  the  Association  who  shall  absent  himself 
from  any  regular  Meeting  thereof,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or 
necessary  absence  from  town,  shall  be  fined  twenty  cents. 

III.  Any  Officer  who  shall  absent  himself  from  three  meetings* 
in  succession,  unless  prevented  by  sidiness  or  unavoidable  absenc** 
from  town,  shall  be  fined  fifty  cents,  or  removed  from  office,  an 
the  Association  may  determine. 

IV.  Officers  neglecting  to  attend  special  meetings,  when  duly 
notified,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  fines  as  at  regular  meeting« 
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SECTION  VII.— RESERVE  FUND. 
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I.  All  subscriptions  of  Life  Members,  all  monies  receired  ai 
donations  or  bequests,  or  the  proceeds  in  case  of  sale  or  dieposu! 
in  any  way  of  any  such  donations  or  bequests,  and  all  fines  col- 
lected, shall  be  deposited  in  one  of  the  Savings'  Banks  of  this 
City,  or  invested  in  the  Stocks  of  ajy  of  the  Chartered  Banks  «f 
the  Dominion,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  Dominion  or  Provincial 
Governments  er  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  and  not  otherwise;  and  all 
such  deposits  or  investments  shall  be  known  as  the  Reserve  Fund, 
and  a  proper  and  distinct  account  of  same  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Treasurer,  and  submitted  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
members  each  year. 

II.  All  such  deposits  or  investments  shall  be  made  by  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  in  the  name  of  the  St.  Patrick's  Li- 
terary Institute,  and  the  same  may  be  withdrawn  or  sold,  as  the 
«a8e  may  be,  by  the  President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  re- 
deposited  or  re-invested  as  above  prescribed,  in  such  manner  and 
disposition  as  shall  from  time  to  time  seem  meet  to  the  Committee, 
to  be  decided  on  at  any  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  six  mem- 
bers shall  be  present. 

III.  The  said  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  applicable  only  to  the 
paying  off,  as  the   Committee  may  from  time  to  time  decide,  of 
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4ny  mortgace  or  morttcagea  which  now  or  may  hereafter  exist  on 
the  immoTttble  property  of  the  Institute  ;  prorided,  always,  that 
the  interest  or  dividends  ariaing  tliorp^rom  may  be  applied  to  the 
expenses  of  the  Institute  for  the  then  current  year,  or  bo  added 
to  said  Rosorvo  Fund,  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time' 
determine. 

IV.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  bo  held  to  prevent  th9 
Committee  from  adding  such  other  sum  or  suras  to  the  said  Re- 
serve Fund  as  they  may  at  any  time  consider  advisable,  without 
interfering  with  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  the 
Inctitute. 
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
